REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In the main we may say our schools have been successful. 
Every teacher has completed the term of her engagement, 
except in Division No. 5, where sickness of the teacher 
prevented. We have tried to work faithfully and consci- 
entiously for the interest of all the schools and to procure 
the best teachers we could find ; we think all have endeay- 
ored to do their best, although it could not be expected 
they would give perfect satisfaction. And here we wish to 
ask teachers to be more accurate in filling out registers. 
Of the whole number sent in for the year very few were ab- 
solutely correct. Since our town and state reports are 
based on registers, it is necessary that the figures be exact. 
Is it not asking a trifle too much of the school board to fill 
out the teachers’ registers in addition to the compilation of 
their own report? It is not of error but of negligence that 
this complaint is made. 

Irregularity of attendance has contributed somewhat to- 
ward hindering the greatest advancement. The school 
board most earnestly request parents to see that their child- 
ren are at school every day. The success or failure of a 
person’s life depends ina great measure on the way they 
spend their school days, and they should make a wise use 
of this time. 

The town has been wise and liberal in its appropriation 
for the support of schools, enabling us to furnish more 
weeks than in past years while the average wages of teach- 
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ers have been increased. We have endeavored to equalize 
the schools so as to give all scholars the same number of 
weeks regardless of expense as far as practicable. 

The text books belonging to the town are properly 
marked and labelled with printed instructions to the pupil 
in regard to the care of the book, we have also placed in 
the hands of each teacher a ‘‘’ Text Book Record,’’ that a 
strict account of books loaned may be kept and their con- 
dition recorded thereby holding the scholar responsible for 
the care and return of the same at the close of the term. 

In closing we must sincerely thank you for the generous 
appropriation for repairing the school houses, as neat, com- 
fortable, convenient school buildings are indispensable for 
successful schools. | 

A balance of unexpended money belonging to the fifth 
division of the district is in the hands of the treasurer, and 
we shall endeavor to have it profitably expended next year.
